The 
eocast origin of the seecnd report cannot be detexnined hare^ but it is sue- 
peetad that this report is also a plaglarisa of a nagaalna article parhi^s 
the nagasina Seat rtotyu ; this repoi^t was presented as an original repert by 
noster machinist tl^ai^liClEK: In Brno*
